Truckers Ask 
Interstate 
Rate Hike 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Eighty 


trucklines asked the 
Arkansas 


Commerce Commission today for 
an increase in intrastate shipping 
rates. 


Commission 
Director W. M. 


Buttram said the request has not 
been studied and he could not give 
an estimate of the average re- 
quested increase. 


A check of a rate schedule filed 


with the application showed truck- 
ers are asking for boosts ranging 
from 21 cents per 100 pounds on 
shot hauls to 30 cents per 100 
on longer runs. 


Buttram said the truckers ap- 


parently want .to get their intra- 
state, rates Up to interstate levels 
already approved by the federal 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


The average haul in Arkansas, 


Buttram said, is 100 miles. The 
new rate schedule would set the 
price per 100 pounds for a 101-10 
mile distance at $1.88 an increase 
of 27 cents over the old schedule. 


Buttram said the Commerce 


Commission 
would schedule a 


hearing on the requested rate in- 
crease. 


Buttram said the rate increase 


could go into effect in 30 days 
without commission action, but 
that truckers traditionally have 
waited for Commerce Commission 
approval before putting a rate 
raise into effect. 


The schedule, filed by Tom Har- 


per of Fort Smith, attorney for 
the truckers, mentions only rates, 
on first class shipments. 


Buttram said, however, that 


rates on-all 'classes will be ad- 
justed according to the first class 
rate. 


The petition 
cites increased 


costs as reason for the rate re- 
quest. It asks for an increase from 
$2.56 to $3.06 in the minimum 
charge.
